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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application in view of the above amendments and the 
remarks below is respectfully requested. Claims 14-19 are withdrawn from consideration 
and canceled. Claim 59 is added. No claims are amended. Claims 1-13 and 20-59 are 
pending in the application. 

I. ELECTION/RESTRICTION 

The Office Action states that this application contains claims that are directed to 
Embodiments 1, 2 and 3 in respective reference to FIG. 1, FIG. 2 and FIG. 3. In 
response, Claims 1-13, 20-58, and a newly added claim 59 are identified as Group I, 
corresponding to Embodiment 1 in reference to FIG. 1; Claims 14-20 are identified as 
Group III, corresponding to Embodiment 3 in reference to FIG. 3. No claims are 
identified as Group II, corresponding to Embodiment 2 in reference to FIG. 2. 

Applicant elects, without traverse, Claims 1-13 and 20-59 of Group I for 
examination.
